Governor Rolph Follows 


Lead of Predecessors 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—"A 


great injustice" were the words in 
which senators today summed up 
the action of Governor Rolph of 
California in denying a pardon to 
Tom Mooney, who hag lingered for 
nearly 16 years in a state peniten- 
tiary for his alleged 
connection 


with the San Francisco Prepared- 
ness-pay bomb outrage in 1916. 


"It Is a great injustice that the 


poor devil must remain in prison 
after all these years," said Senator 
Copeland (D) of New York. Other 
senators of both parties expressed 
similar sentiments. 


"It is a great disappointment to 


those who believe in justice that 
this man should remain in pris- 
on," Senator Elaine (R) of Wiscon- 
rtn said. "Those who have studied 
the case thoroughly are convinced 
of his innocence." 


MAY PRINT REPORT

Chinese consul general Is In re- 
sponse to his cabled report of the 
enlistment offer of the experienced 
Canadian flyers. It says that the 
Chinese government's aviation de- 
partment finds the proposal "inter- 
esting" and welcomes the Idea of 
having experienced aviators from 
the Occident fight under the Chi- 
nese Nationalist flag. 


It will be necessary, however, the 


cablegram states, for fhe Chinese 
aviation department to give full con- 
sideration to the detailed report at 
the proposals, now In the mails on 
its way to China, before definite an- 
swer can be given. 
According to 


the Canadian air force spokesman, 
who, because of Canadian govern- 
ment opposition to the move,"cannot 
re\eal his identity, the Canadian 
proposals should reach 
Nanking 


about the middle of March.

"We are planning our or?;anl2ft- 


tion," he said, "so that we can"start 
Immediately upon receipt of favor- 
able definite reply from the Chinese 
government." 


The Canadians say they are pre- 


pared to equip and man two squad- 
rons, one pursuit and one bombing, 
at a cost to the Chinese govern- 
ment for the first year of nine mil- 
lion dollars, including maintenance 
and salaries. Each succeeding year 
would cost but four millions. If 
necessary, the airmen say,tbey<.-cftn 
equip two or more squadrons of 
eighteen machines each.
